Hello BA friends: 


It is time to show my ignorance and ask a rather basic question. 


I am in the process of (translation into plain English, "I have 
gotten off my butt and am..") hooking up my 275w Matchbox to my 
feed. The box has been modified somewhat (which ones haven't?) 


finally 
ladder line 
to include 


an SO-239 output, and has a pin jack added, plus holes for another. 


Undoubtedly for some external SWR bridge or similar. Since one 


of the 


controls is already loose, I plan to open the box up (lotsa screws!) and 


make sure everything is in place before attempting to use the tuner. 


However, looking at the schematic, I see that there is the t/r relay to 
contend with. I have heard that there is a rather standard mod to this 
unit to obviate the use of the relay. Can someone please describe it? 


Also, a bit of explanation regarding the normal operation of the t/r 

setup would be helpful. Is an external "send/receive" switch normally 
switching the 110vac that is fed to the screw terminals on the back of 
the unit? If I remember the schematic, that would seem to make sense. 


Is this external send/receive switch usually on the receiver? My HQ-170 
has the send/receive/cal switch. Again, I don't have the schematics 

handy. Does the receiver usually put 110vac ONTO it's send/rec terminals 
when this switch is thrown, so that this line can power the relay (wherever 
it may be, external to the rcvr)? 


The Matchbox's link for the receiving antenna is adjustable. Besides just 
listening for greatest received noise, is there a best way to adjust this 
link? In addition, I would assume that any mod that disables the t/r 
switching, will also force abandonment of this adjustable rcv link. 


The equipment complement is an HQ-170 rcvr, SB-100 xcvr, and several non- 
hollow-state qrp xcvrs. I would like to retain the flexibility to use 

the matchbox for separate revr/xmtr pairs that would require t/xr switching, 
and for xcvrs which do not. Perhaps this is a contradiction in terms. 


I suppose I could figure all this out by myself. But why not ask the group?
